SUBJECT i Possible Presidential statement on Soviet 

Propa ganda and our Counter-Measures. 


1, Confirming our telephone conversation and in accordance with 
the instruction, of General Smith, I era sending to you herewith a rough 
draft of proposed Presidential statement which has been put together 
by our staff. General Smith is very anxious for yen to look this 
proposed statement over, and if you consider it of sufficient signi- 
ficance and value, we would like to have you discuss it briefly with 
such of the President's other advisors as to you. may seen sost 
appropriate. 

2, The thoughts underlying tho preparation of this draft state- 
sent are several. First ,we consider that a Presidential statement 
expos ing and condemning the violent Soviet propaganda campaign which 
is currently proceeding at an all-time high against the United States, 
Is most desirable at this time. General Smith is aware of the 
President's grave concern about this "Hate America* campaign and 
believes that for this reason the President might be the s'ore inter- 
ested in making a statement on the e object. Secondly, the draft 
contains a significant policy statement concerning the U3 position 
toward the ultimata liberation of the slave states of Eastern Europe. 
The development of such a policy statement has been progressing for 
some time and is presently under review by the Psychological Strat- 
egy Board. It will probably cone up for further, end hopefully 
final, consideration at the next meeting of the Psychological Strat- 
egy Board on Thursday, 19 June 1952. Finally, you will recall that 
et the time the President wrote to Mr. Gordon Gray to inform him 
that he did not consider it desirable to publish Hr. Grey's report 

on the Psychological Strategy Board, he said that he would seek an 
early occ as ion to make a etitement on the general subject and that 
he might drew on certain of the thoughts end ideas in Mr • Gray ' e 
report. Accordingly, this would be a way of discharging that 
undertaking.

Fallow Americans: 

Xu *A*mm of crisis it ! has become cust«aary for the President of 
the United States to lay the foots before the American people. Tonight 
S mot t© tell you something about the monstrous use of /chol»og 
warfare ordered by the rulers of th© Soviet Union in an attempt to 
create hatred for the American people throughout the world. It Is 
vital la this critical period that the American people understand the 
nature ef this subversive attack and piece it in its proper context. I 
also wait to tell you what your govaraawat is doing to most and repel 
this arise es&icist peace. 

2a January of last year, the Kremlin embarked on an unprecedented 
worldwide psychological warfare offensive. The these of this offensive 
was, and still 1st Hate America. In contrast to its previous limited 
objective campaigns, the Kreiilin has now concentrated the whole vast 
Hr* of its apparatus against the American military and deferentially 
against the American people they represent. For eighteen months the 
Kremlin has assailed us with vicious falsehoods and pernicious lies, and 
at the present moment this attack has reached a new level of v iolence . 
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D«y after day* with deadly repetition, the soviet Onion and 
their Satellites broadcast a scurrilous accounting of r ape, warder, 
pillage and arson by American troop® in Korea* ?ro® PywjgpBag, Peking, 
sad Moscow, the air is crowded each day with fictional case histories 
of American atrocity victims, »e are accused oi haying electrocuted 
recalcitrant Korean prisoners of war, of having cremated them in atom 
boste tests* m are accused of having fired poison gas shells* we 
era accused of having condemned Korean children to bordellos, of having 
mutilated their mothers in bayonet drill* And we ore even accused 
of having baked live prisoners in ovens to provide fresh meat for our 
dogs* For eighteen months we have lean portrayed as a nation of fiends 
and gfcoula that the Soviets and their captive peoples of Asia eight be 
incited to bate us acre* 

Six months ago the Reds Intensified this offensive ■prith as 
infamous and as fra udu l ent a lie as any nation ever leveled against 
another. On February 22, 3552, the Foreign Minister of North Korea 
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accused the United States of having Initiated bacterial warfare 
a g ain st the North Korean and Chinese Caasaaiit armies. I s ** 
later* the Chinese Goraaurdst Party charged the United States with 
14 |S bacterial warfare missions against Chinese troops and civilians 
in Manohur i a . 

Despite the absurdity of thsse charges, ytna* government 
recognised that vicious lies constantly reposted can create doubts 
la men's minds. We jrfned with the United Nations in urging that the 
International Bed Crews be permitted to investigate these charges, 
the Chinese Ccaamoists, the north Koreans, and iMr masters in the 
Soviet Union could net permit an impartial Investigation for fear 
of convicting themselves of wilful perpetration of the "Big Lis." 

Shortly thereafter* the Cosasunists received & cruahin , indict- 
sent as a result of the voluntary screening of over lb0*060 prisoners 
of war of the U.N. forces in Korea, lore than half of the prisoner® 
begged not to be repatriated to their Caaraunl st homelands. 
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In a vicious effort to conceal such e significant truth* 

Comnmiet agitators inoited riots in fctfe Island prison camps, rtiile 
the Kremlin b propaganda machine fabricated charges of atrocities by 
Aaerloan prison guards* The peoples of the Soviet union sad its 
occupied territoriee were ascsiled with a brutal recital of lias 
•bout Koje — designed of courso to obceure the fact that the Majority 
of Korean and Chinese soldiers in UK prison caaps do not want to go 
back to their homeland as long as the Carrcmlets art in power* 

Why, we oust ask ourselves* why is the Soviet deliberately 
goading its people into so fronsied s hatred of tho United Ftateef 
t&ai is to come in the wako of this all-out psychological 
offensive? 

For* despite the propaganda resources and restraints available 
to 0 dictatorship state* the Kremlin cannot sustain this artificially 
induced frensy as a permanent psychological climate. 

She hate-Aaerica offensive* therefore. Is mining ful to us* 
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g| ^r.r ' it is an cron of danger -for tbs United States and the 
rest of the free world. Or it. ia a& augury of soricoe distress 
within, the Soviet Union and its ConEaniat empire. Or it aey be a 
©anbination of the two. 

Because hate-conditioning 1* essential to the prosecution of 
m aggressive design, this haie-Araerioa campaign can be interpreted 
as the forerunner of possible fresh Canesunist sdlitary adTnntixres. 

it t tm has a nation with aggressive military ambitions been 

confronted with mro deadly penalties for rashness than those which 
confront the Soviet Union. Nowhere in the world can the SremUn 
hope to derive sufficient benefit from axtasd aggression to cesapensate 
its peoples for the travail they would be forced to endure. Previous 
aggressors have suffered the consequences of their own tragic ad#** 
ca l cu l at ions. the Krealin oan no longer reckon upon tits improbability 
of aimed resistance. Wot only is the free world willing t> fight if 
celled upon for its own self-preservation, but, acre importantly, it 
possesses sufficient military strength to crush any willful aggressor* 
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More XJJwJy than an omen of an immediate war la tha probabil- 
ity that this faate-Amerlca propaganda offensive teas devised fcy tha 
i ? r»»aiin to d is tract the Soviet peoples fro® the distress #f their 
own sreglse# For# while our robust economy (ambles vs to strengthen 
oar defenses while also providing for material -welfare of our own 
people our friends# the Soviet must taa its people and those in 
its captive states with privations to meet its deliveries of war 
materials* Even the iretslin cannot totally suppress the dissatis- 
faction of many of its peoples with the poverty and hopelessness of 
their unhappy lives# 

To escape that censure which every dictatorship fears, the 
Erso&in has sought to hang the responsibility for those burdens around 
tin necks of the American people# Thus# wb are to be made the targets 
of hate for an internal condition which might otherwise stake the 
stability of the Soviet regime. Tha tactic is as old ss the dictator- 
ship state# Hhen internal stresses threaten the regime# divert the 
people to an enesy outside# 
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If this appraisal be an. accurate one, then the hate-4narica 
campaign of the Kremlin Is a fearful, admission of weakness. It la 
proof of our historic contention that even as adroit & dictatorship 
as the Soviet Union cannot prosper npoa deee&t and the esploitation 
of its can people. 

latter than anyone, the Kremlin taws that it cannot onduro 
the truth. Xt knows that unless it outlaw* truth. It may someday be 
ov e rthrown by it. And it knows that in order to bardsh truth, it 
mat overwhelm truth with deceit. Xt must so bind its captive peoples 
with fear, so poison them with hatred that they shall be incapable of 
resisting tits regime, i n ca p able of believing in rescue. That Is why 
the United States is so viciously portrayed as the enemy of all the 
peoples in the Communist empire. 

Simultaneously, this atrocity propaganda in beamed to the world 
with specific foreign objectives in mind, unquestionably, it seeks 
to malign and discredit the United atatos la the eyes of its 
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and the rest of the aoa-Cksragwnist world* It may similarly have 
sought to create the injaression that the United States is aggravating 
the explosive struj^Ie in Korea. 

Bat because germ warfare is viewed as a fora of genocide rather 
than a weapon of war* the Kraal in may have invented this charge in 
order to give some moral coloration to the position of the Gotsmunlsts 
Should they resume offensive military operations in Korea or elsewhere* 
Similarly, it may have been leveled in an effort to underline, 
especially among Asiatic peoples, the moral position of the United 
States and the United Nations, 

That the Kremlin should pretend to be outraged by a nonexistent 
beeteria! attack is actually an ironic commentary on ita own hypocrisy. 
B® moral indignation of the Kremlin should be weighed against the 
of skeletons th a t are hidden asmy in its Siberian clos et# » 

2# the Communists would appeal to the good conscience of mankind, 
let than first apply this moral judgment to themselves* Lot them 
•esreh their conscience on the barbarous treatment of American prieontrg 
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of nor in Xoreaj on the brutal abduct Ian of soma 200,000 South Korean 
children j an the 15*000 innocent Crook boys and girls oho vara snatched 
frost thair mothers by Communist guerrillas and transported behind the 
Iron Curtain} on the hundreds of thousands of Qerasn, Austrian, Japan** 
sat, and Italian prisoners of war shoe* families still do not know 
whether they are alive or will ever return} on the untold thoueands of 
missing East Europeans imprisoned in Soviet nines and forests. Let then 
Marsh their own conscience on the millions of oppressed Sewiet peoples 
driven like animals in slave labor camps* tot the leaders of ths Soviet 
Colon remember that at the end of World War ft the United States and Great 
Britain voluntarily demobilised their troops and dismantled the most 
formidable military apparatus the world hae ever known, via did this in 
geod faith, but the Soviet Onion thought it e sign of weakness and ruth- 
lastly began to ever-run the smaller and less powerful nations ef the 
world* 

Zf it is moral Judgment the Soviet leaders widi, let them remember that 
morality — like Parity — best begins at hone. 

While history has demonstrated that any nation \*ioh lives by 
deceit shall also perish from it, I an not for a moment suggesting that 
we entrust our welfare and our Uvea to a maxim* Truth eaa prevail 
against Soviet deceit, but truth will prevail only If we meet this 
viaieue psychological offensive with s bold and imaginative counter- 
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offensive throu^out the id.dc no rid* ’I* matt reject, refute* disprove* 
end expose Soviet treachery and soriert deceit wherever it is detected* 
There are some who contend we mod act contest such patently 
fraudulent Soviet allegations us those of gem warfare in Asia* Such 
charges* these well-seanlng people assart* are too transparently untrue 
to he accepted as fact by intelligent and well-iafo*s»d persons* They 
forget* however* that millions of people do not have access to all the 
facts and news of world events and say be influenced by constant 
repetition of distortions and lies* And they forget that thoae very 
people whose opinions they would neglect offer the Soviet Its nost 
promising advantage in psychological warfare* 

To oppose this unprecedented Russian propaganda of lies* virulence 
and hatred* we have found It necessary to create a Psychological 
Strategy Board and entrust it with the important mission of guiding 
our energies In this war of truth against deceit. Under the able leader- 
ship of Gordon Gray, first director of this strategy board, we made an 
impressive start in this iindertakin-.. It is our Intention to pi ess 
this psychological counteroffensive with such vigor as to convince the 
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+.y>f jgjrerelin that the day of cheap victories for thaa in this field ie at 
an end* Soviet leaders are already learning that to are ■uncovering to 
the eye® of the world the m^itude of their deceit • 

It la iigpor tant at this time to stake olear again to the world and, 
especially, ' , to the Kremlin, our objectives. American foreign poHflQT 
strives to attain three essential goals. It seeks to insure the defense 
of the United States. It seeks the creation and aalntenaace of a struc- 
ture for -world peace within the tens# of the Charter of the United Nations. 
And it seeks to develop opportunities whereby all peoples nay freely 
esta blish the governments and institutions under which the' shall live* 

Xu the war against Naeism, the United States and Oreat Britain and 
the Soviet Union as well, pledged tteaselwa to the principle that those 
European countries liberated front Nasi despotism should on joy the right 
to sleet governments of their own citoice. The Soviet Union has flatly 
remediated this pledge on nueaarous occasions ant ruthlessly prevented 
the peoples of Poland, C seehoslovakta , Romania, etc,, froc axsa-clsing 
this fUretwental right* 
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We share with those peoples of Europe a common Interest which 
is indispensable to the security of us all. We reaffirm that no 
single power shall once again dominate Europe, crushing the 
freedom of European nations and by that set threatening o»?r own. 

We therefore declare that it ie the policy of the United 
States that political independence be restored to all the nations 
overrun by the Soviet Onion and that their independence be guaranteed 
by a world organisation that can and will sustain the peace. 

It ie our earnest belief that this goal can be realised without 
resort to war. fo this end we pledge the foil owing i 

1) We will continue to strive together with others for the 
establishment of a Europe united for economic welfare 
and common security. 

2) We will support the admission of those coon tries now under 
Soviet domination as equal members into the family of 
friendly nations just as soon m their national liberties 
can be restored. 
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3) We will strive for the democratic unification of Ceraugr 
that a Qersaaay thus unified megr become a constructive 
camber of the ' "u rope an family with ascuraaca that it will 
not again threaten the Bast or West. 

U) We will continue to stare our knowledge ane skill in 
partnership with the peoples# of Asia# ilHca# end uatln 
America to help thorn carry oat their ovn plans for 
economic development and social progress. 

5) We will link these objectives to unr<»r ttinf efforts to 
achieve aorlcMde armament reduction and control through 
unrestricted inspection. 

Vic must realise that armament i© no more than a temporary 
shield whose sole function is to hold an aggressor in check, it 
cannot satisfy the desires of all peoples to live in ponce and 
freedom. And it denies them the need to devote their energies and 
resources to their own human welfare. But two wars should haw 
sufficed to teach us the let's on of this tragic century* Hen cannot 
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anymore live in peace and freedom wlien any area of the globe ie 
threatened by aggression. 

Given effective worldtftda security arrange® rite, the* 

objectives of ours can in no way threaten the Soviet • s vital 

natio na l interests* On the contrary# t*®y offer to the Rutaiaa 

people an assurance of security now don? ed them by the coidrustibl© 

Union 

policies of their regime. For the first time the Soviet/ could 
pursue the nronises of its revolution and devote its vast resources 
to the welfare of the Russian people* 

By this policy we offer peace with freedom to tha peoples of 
ma ny lands. This offer# moreover# is asde without restriction or 
reservation. The United States has no wish to impose its cultural# 
its social# economic, or political patterns upon any nation. 


Bather it respects the cultural traditions of each a© each- nation's 
best heritage. 

We affirm that each nation ratal be fjwe to organise the pattern 
of its own national life, limited only by the common reeoi regents of 
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world peace. Only In thla way will all men find the opportunity 

they seek for progressive fulfillment of their spiritual, eoeial, 

and economic aspirations. Without such opportunities, it is clearly 

apparent that there can be no peace. 

V^s want to sake it perfectly clear that the Kremlin east 
either curb its ambitions or risk having those ambitions drag it 
down to defeat. For we shall not stand impassively by in the fane 
of Soviet conquest whether that conquest be by force, treachery, 
subversion, or deceit. In affirming the right of peoples to 
establish free governments of their own choosing, we have entrenched 
ourselves in a moral position from which we will not be dislodged. 

The Kremlin cannot count on a crumbling oi resolution within 
the United States or the free world. With our determined support 
the spiritual, political, and economic regeneration of the war- 
ravaged peoples of Europe and Asia is outstanding evidence of 
moral strength and recuperative power# of the free world. Many 
problems remain to be solved, but these peoples end their governments 
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sir® there to stay* The Kremlin would do well to stu$/ this lesson 
carefully and to reconsider the fallacious ttarri an tenet that th© 
free world is on Its last tottering legs, ''he companion myth of 
Soviet propaganda Is that the road ho the hotter life lies on 
thsdr ©id© of the Curtain and that peoples who follow their leader- 
ship will prosper and con© to the enjoyment of all good things. 
However, the cruelty and fraudulonce of the ' oranRUiist refrain 
Is by now fully evident to the enslaved and unha»py peoples, 
including members of the puppet gover monte of tho slave states 
within the Soviet orbit* vJlth their religious, national, and 
political freedoms destroyed, these peoples find thansalvos In 
ever declining economic circumstances, the victims of ©voloitatian 

for the sole advantage of the Kremlin. There is mounting evidence

at hand that the people of China are also awakening to the 
realisation of their plight and an miderstnndinr that a ^roior 
partnership with th© Soviet Union is the shortest route to serf do®. 
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Hie bosses In the Kreralin would do well to reconsider their 
criminal course of spreading hate and monstrous lies and sibvercion. 
Either the Soviet Union will conform to moral law in its relation- 
ships with other states and dedicate its owt resources to the 
internal welfare of its own people or it will so outrage the xrarld 
that an unintentional spark may bo f anned into the flam© that shall 
consume it in disaster, 

Peace or disaster, this is Idle choice that confronts the 
leaders of the Soviet Union. v?e stand firm, resolute, and ;.irepared 
to repel any attack, ile shall not be intlnri. dated, panicked., or 
frightened by the clenched fist of the Kremlin, 
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
